In addition to the four Roadshows we plan 
to hold a fifth LEGO World exhibition in 
August, but this will be in a big shopping 
centre rather than a single store and so could 
be even bigger. 

Plans for this Summer show are not yet 
finalised but we expect it to be in the London 
area, following Leeds last year and Milton 
Keynes in 1980. Full details will be given in 
the Summer edition of Bricks ’n Pieces. 


HE huge success of the two LEGO World 
4 exhibitions in the last two years has led us 


to plan a new form of travelling exhibition, 
or roadshow. This will tour the country in *82 to 
give more people a chance to see these fantastic 
“LEGO World” shows. 

They will be held in large shops and there will 
be four of them, in Dublin, London, Newcastle- 
on-Tyne and Birmingham. At the time of going 
to press the planned dates are: 

Switzers of Dublin, Saturday 6th —20th 
March 

Harrods of London, Saturday 3rd—Saturday 
24th April 

Fenwicks of Newcastle, Saturday (5th May 
to Saturday 53th June 

Rackhams of Birmingham, Saturday [2th 
to Saturday 26th June 

Entry will be free even though each exhibition 
will cost-many thousands of pounds and include 
some fantastic LEGO models specially imported 
from Denmark as well as play areas for children to 
build their own models. So the shows will be worth 
travelling quite a long way to see, but do check the 
dates with the stores before setting out in case of 
alterations.

| LEGO Champ ’81 


The Champion LEGO Builder of 1981 is Robert Waudby (11) from 
Shrewsbury. Our picture shows Robert receiving the Gold Award plus a 
cheque for £250 from Roy Castle, for his superb model of Three Kingfishers 
which he built during the Finals of the National Building Competition held at 
Birmingham on 12th December. 


Nearly 50,000 children entered models at selected toy shops 
throughout the country and 800 were awarded prizes. Of these, the 
best 200 were invited to the National Finals and 186 of them plus 
their families made it through the snow from as far afield as 
Scotland and N. Ireland. The competition was really fierce with 
many superb models being built from the piles of LEGO bricks 


The Silver Award plus £100 went to Paul Jones (8) from Powys 
for a working model of a cement mixer, and the Bronze, plus £50 
was won by Gillian McDonald from Hawick for a most original and 
carefully detailed model of a dentists surgery. 


Amongst the ten runners-up who won LEGO sets plus £10 in 
cash we were glad to see two Club Members, Stephen Bayles of 
Stowmarket and Steven Hasler from the Wirral. Well done, boys! 
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The giant LEGO factory in Billund, Denmark . . . 
Outside the main entrance to the offices are 
flagpoles so that the correct flag for any overseas 
visitor can be flown—a nice welcoming touch.

through the pipes at the top of the picture. It is 
then heated to a gooey consistency and forced 
under enormous pressure into the mould. 

Note the bin of waste material called “sprue”. 
This is re-ground and re-cycled. 





Sub-Assembly ... 
Some complicated 
components, like wheel 
bearings and figures etc. 
are made up of several 
different mouldings. 
Specially designed 
machines like this one 
bring together up to 10 
different parts and join 
them up into the complete 
unit, with just one 
operator to check that the 
feed bowls are kept full. 
Some pieces are joined 
by “sonic welding” which 
melts two surfaces 
together by vibrating the 
molecules with ultra high 
frequency sound waves 
until they melt together to 
make a strong join.

Dear Club, 

Gran bought me a battery train set Tor 
Christmas. Thats great but now I want to change 
it into an electric train. Can you help me? 

Niel Roberts — 
Dear Niel, 

You need the special 12 volt train motor 
No. 7865 which will just clip into your loco 
instead of the battery motor. The rails you 
have are O.K., all you need are conductor 
rails to clip between them. These are in 
packs 7854 (straight) and 7855 (curved). 

Lastly, you need a transformer to convert 
mains power down to a safe 12 volts. Any 12 
volt transformer will do but if you want to 
add remote controlled signals and points to 
your layout then the LEGO Railways trans- 
former 7864 ts essential.
